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STATE HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN 
BREEDERS MEET AT 
WAUKESHA 
. Wednesday March 11, 1914 was 
state “Black and White” day at Wau- 
kesha, Wis. The occasion was the 





' yegular annual convention of the Hol- 


stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association 
of Wisconsin. About three hundred 
breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
representing every section of the state 
gathered at the meeting to listen, and 
take part in discussions of matters of 
importance to the interests of their 
favorite dairy cattle breed. The dis- 
play of keen interest and enthausiasm 
that pervaded the gathering on the 
part of the breeders was most grati- 
fying, and the convention was gener- 
ally voted the most representative and 
successful held within the history of 
the organization. 

A particularly gratifying feature 
of the gathering was the number of 
delegates present as special repre- 
sentatives of their local community 
Holstein-Friesian Associations. No 
less than twenty-one of these organ- 
izations were thus represented, as a 
result of which it was possible to 
draw up a more definite plan of mu- 
tually beneficial co-operation between 
the community associations and the 
state association. A plan of provid- 
ing literature of moment to the in- 
terests of the Holstein-Friesian breed 
in Wisconsin, and of distributing the 
same through the medium of local 
associations was adopted. 

A plan was also adopted whereby 
it is proposed to organize the local 
associations as nearly as possible in- 
to one week or two week circuits so 
that their meetings might be held suc- 





cessively within these circuits in the 
different sections of the state to pre- 
vent conflicts so far as possible, so 
that the securing of help from the 
State Association for the meetings of 
the community associations might be 
rendered less difficult and more cer- 
tain. 

So far as representatives from the 
community associations reported to 
secretary C. J. Schroeder of the State 
Association at the meeting, the fol- 
lowing county and district associa- 
tions were represented: Barron, Buf- 
falo, Cooks Valley, Fox River, Green, 
Stanley, Kewaunee, Jefferson, Mani- 
towoc, Northern Dunn and St. Croix 
County, Price, Sauk, Sheboygan, 
Trempealeau and Jackson County, 
Walworth, Waukesha, Welcome, Polk, 
Richland, Elderon (Marathon Coun- 
ty), Calamus. 

All of last year’s officers of the As- 
sociation were re-elected to serve for 
the ensuing year. They are respect- 
ively: W. J. Gillett, Rosendale, Pres.; 
David Imrie, Roberts, Vice Pres.; C. 
J. Schroeder, Racine, Secy.; F. J. 
Bristol, Oakfield, Treas.; F. B. Fargo, 
Lake Mills, director for three years. 
Other directors holding over are W. 
C. Schroeder Elm Grove and R. J. 
Schaefer, Appleton. 

The report of the secretary showed 
the Holstein breed interests in Wis- 
consin to be in a most thriving condi- 
tion, while the advance made by the 
Holstein-Friesian breed in the popular 
favor of Wisconsin dairy farmers is 
nothing short of remarkable. 

According to the state secretary’s 
report there were on March first, 
1918, twenty-eight community Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders’ associations 
organized in twenty-one counties in 
Wisconsin. There are at this time 
thirty-eight such associations in the 
state in thirty-one counties, while 
notification has been given that moves 
were on foot to organize three others 
in three other counties not yet hav- 
ing associations. 


The secretary’s report showed the 
advance of the Holstein-Friesian in- 
terests in-our state in another way: 
On May 1, 1913 there’ were in Wis- 
consin 778 breeders of the “Black and 
White” cattle who are members of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. Since that time, there has 
been an average of about 15 applica- 
tions per month for membership in 
that Association filed with its secre- 
tary, coming from Wisconsin breed- 
ers. The membership in the National 
Association from Wisconsin will 
therefore soon stand at the 100 mark. 

The prominent part which Wiscon- 
sin breeders of Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle are taking in promoting the ad- 








vancement of the breed, was also 
pointed out in the secretary’s report, 
During the year 1913 there were 
about 6,400 Holstein-Friesian cows of. 
ficially tested in the entire country 
that qualified for Advanced Registra- 
tion. Of that number Wisconsin 
breeders are credited with about 800 
or one eighth of all that were tested 
and qualified. 

The most pleasing feature of the 
secretary’s report was that which 
showed the great popularity which 
the Holstein-Friesian cattle have de- 
servedly gained among the dairy 
farmers and breeders in the state. 
There have been transferred to their 
ownership during the year March 1, 
1913 to March 1, 1914, a total of 
3767 pure bred cows and heifers, and 
3749 pure bred bulls, or a grand 
total of 7716 pure bred and registered 
Holstein-Friesian cattle. These trans- 
fers were issued to a total of about 
3,800 Wisconsin dairy farmers and 
breeders representing every county in 
the state. It is safe to say that the 
Holstein-Friesian interests are today 
the largest cattle interests in the state 
of Wisconsin; in fact, that they ‘are 
as large as all the other pure bred 
dairy cattle interests in the state com- 
bined. 

Before the close of the business 
meeting a fund of $126 was sub: 
scribed, by prominent breeders and 
community associations in the state, 
to be used for State Fair premium 
purposes. One hundred dollars are 
to be used for this year’s fair which 
will be held at Milwaukee Sept. 14-18. 
This amount it is understood will be 
duplicated by the State Fair Board 
and premiums are to go only to Wis- 
consin exhibitors who make. entries 
in the special Wisconsin classes. 
Premiums for open classes are other- 
wise provided for. 

The following resolution was offer- 
ed by R. J. Schaefer and E. G. Race, 
president and secretary respectively 
of the Fox River Valley Holstein 
Breeders’ Association for adoption by 
the State Association: 

Resolved; That the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Breeders of Wisconsin, in Annual 
Convention Assembled, recommend 
that the casein test .be recognized as 
well as the butter fat, in the manu- 
facture of cheese or private distribu- 
tion of milk, where the food value of 
the casein in the milk can be con- 
sidered. Also that the casein test be 
used in making ‘tests for official 
records. 

By a vote of the Association the re- 
solution was referred to a committee 
of three members for consideration. 

Besides the business meeting an ex- 
cellent program of addresses and dis- 








cussions was rendered at the conven- 
tion. Mayor Wilbur of Waukesha 
welcomed the breeders to his city 
‘ and spoke in high terms of the efforts 
of the Holstein-Friesian breeders of 
the state, basing his judgment on 
what is being done for the common 
good of the dairy and farming inter- 
ests in the vicinity of Waukesha by 
Waukesha County Holstein breeders. 
“w. C. Schroeder of Elm Grove, re- 
sponded to the Mayor’s address. An 
excellent address, which appears else- 
where in this issue, was next gixen by 
Pres. W. J. Gillett. Other speakers 
were Dr. H. B. Favill, Lake Mills,

Dr. Favill discussed the develop- 


ment of a purebred live stock market. : 


He touched particularly upon the pure 
bred public auction sale, and impressed 
upon the breeders the importance of 
carrying on these sales after methods 
that would leave their conduct and 
character above reproach. Mr. Hop- 
kins gave a talk on live stock adver- 
tising, illustrating the same with 
stereoptican views that gave many 
valuable suggestions to the breeders 
for preparing their copy and outlin- 
ing their advertising campaigns. Mr. 
Baird reviewed what has been ac- 
complished by the Waukesha Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders Association 
for the Holstein-Friesian breeding in- 
terests of Waukesha County. His re- 
view should give ample encouragement 
to the other community associations 
in the state represented at the meet- 
ing that are working with the same 
ends in view as those entertained by 
the Waukesha Association. On the 
evening previous to the meeting a 
smoker was held by members of the 
Association at which they were en- 
abled to form new and closer ac- 
quaintances with each other, and giv- 
en the opportunity to express their 
views on subjects opened for discus- 
sion.

Address of Pres. W. G. Gillett at the 
Annual Convention of the Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Association of 
Wisconsin, held at Waukesha, Mar. 
11, 1914. 

Friesian Breeders’ Association 
and Gentlemen :— ps 

It is again my pleasure to extend 
greetings to the MHolstein-Friesian 
Cattle Breeders of the state in con- 
vention assembled. 

The past year is only a repetition 
of former years in the activity of our 
breeders, the increasing popularity of 
our cattle, and the broadening of the 
field of Holstein-Friesian Cattle in- 
terests. 

The membership of our National 
Association is growing by leaps and 
bounds and our transfer list shows 
a steadily increasing demand and 
manifestations of a very lively traffic. 

Our Advanced Registry Depart- 
ment I am informed is taxed beyond 
all former record in the matter of 
officially authenticated milk and but- 
ter records, the size of many of which 
have soared almost beyond our fond- 
est hopes‘ and expectations, and to- 
day as in the past, the Holstein-F ries- 
ion breed has encountered no foe- 
man worthy of its steel. 

Every day the breed is making new 
converts and finding new fields, where, 
through practical demonstrations of 
dairy ability and dairy utility it is 
bound to contribute liberally to the 
building of better homes, thus es- 
tablishisg conditions for better edu- 
cational, industrial and social rela- 
tions in rural life. 

Nearly forty County Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders Associations have 
been organized in Wisconsin thus 
showing a wide spread interest and a 
spirit of co-operative effort. This 
certainly gives evidence of a very 


est and enthusiasm that is being man- 
ifest by our breeders in so worthy a 
subject. , 

Such County Organizations are 
strongly to be recommended and they 
are also to be very highly commended 
for the good work they are doing. 

Too much can not be said in favor 
of organization but its honor and use- 
fulness reaches out and is felt just 
in proportion to the exertions and sup- 
port of its members. 

We can not afford to rest upon laur- 
els already won or upon achievements 
already attained. We must keep the 
spirit of enthusiasm and progress 





kindled in our breeders. We must 
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keep pace with the advocates of rival 
dairy breeds in our efforts to dis- 
seminate knowledge that will furnish 
conclusive evidence of the true char- 
acter and great dairy capabilities of 
our breed. We must aim to still 
higher standards of production and 
individual excellence and continue our 
campaign of education, which in it- 
self, will be helpful to our breeders 
and always convincing to the dairy 
public. We must encourage on every 
hand a spirit of co-operative effort 
which can best be affected through 
organization and conventions where 
we can meet from time to time for — 
the purpose of an exchange of ideas 
and the discussion of topics of im- 
portance to our breeders. 


Organization generates in us a bet- 
ter feeling, a closer relationship, and 
a just appreciation of the efforts and 
achievements of our fellow breeders. 
It makes for strength in times of 
emergency, and it stands for educa- 
tion, encouragement and progress. 


In Wisconsin we have at this time 
nearly 300 Holstein-Friesian cattle 
breeders enrolled as members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders Associa- 
tion of America in fact the largest 
number of any state in the Union with 
the single exception of the state of 
New York. Aside from this we have 
hundreds and hundreds of others who 
are owners of our cattle or directly 
interested in the breed. We are all 
enlisted under the same banner and 
in a cause that is common and dear 
to us all and I want you to $top and 
consider what it would mean for the 
Holstein-Friesian cattle interests of 
Wisconsin and elsewhere if even half 
of this great body of men were mem- 
bers of our State Organization and all 
united in a vigorous, harmonious ef- 
fort to still further advance our com- 
mon interests. But, I hear some one 
ask, what is the State Organization 
doing that is of benefit to our breed 
and breeders? I would answer this 
question by asking, what have you as 
an individual breeder ever done for 
the State Organization and have you 
as an individual ever made any sug- 
gestions to its officers and offered any 
support in the adoption of ways and 
means by. which this Organization 
might become more effective in the 
advancement of our interests? 


I want to say to you, gentlemen, 
that the power and usefulness of this 
Organization is just what you as 
breeders make it. We may select for 
our officers men ever so talented but 
to accomplish the greatest results, 
they must have the support and co- 
operation of all the breeders. I de- 
sire to further remind you that little

can be accomplished without adequate 
funds for carrying on a campaign of 
education and persuasion. 

I am aware that the Holstein-Fries- 
ian cattle breeder is a busy man and 
that it is very difficult at times for 
him to leave home, and yet there is 
no one on earth more deserving and 
needful of a little recreation and di- 
version than the man behind the cow. 
Then why should we hesitate to spend 
a little of our time each year for a 
general coming together, a general re- 
union for the purpose of an open and 
friendly discussion of matters that 
are important to us all? 


Our older and more experienced 
breeders may perhaps think they do 
not feel the need of a breeders or- 
ganization but they are just the ones 
by whose long and varied experiences 
‘we can profit and to whom our young 
men and new breeders can look for 
counsel and surely none of us are so 
gifted that we can not learn some- 
thing from the other fellow. 

It is generally conceded that the 
underlying motive of all effort is a 
desire for gain and financial advance- 
ment and yet I wish to remind you 
that in connection with and back of 
this great live stock breeding propo- 
sition there is a moral obligation, a 
moral responsibility which we should 
all consider sacred and which we 
should all honor with the deepest 
reverence. 


To assist our breeders in meeting 
this obligation and responsibility is 
the aim and purpose of this Organ- 
jzation and to emulate by every act 
and precept the methods of our most 
successful breeders through whose 
thought, square and upright dealing 
and efforts along practical lines we 
have all profited, is a duty-incumbent 
upon its every member. 

It is truthfully said that the Badger 
State is the “Black and White spot 
of America.” Our standing as a 
dairy state, the reputation of our 
herds and the notariety of many df 
our animals is no longer limited to 
the borders of this country alone. 


Our position as a breeding center 
for Holstein-Friesian cattle is an en- 
viable one and yet I would direct your 
attention to the fact that some of our 
sister states are fast coming to the 
front and promise to vie with us for 
a place at the top. But while we can 
sincerely rejoice in this condition of 
things, does it not suggest the wis- 
dom of more concerted action and 
organized effort on our part? 

I am satisfied that the influence of 
this Association can be made much 
more effective by the adoption of 
some plan for the dissemination of a 
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class of literature that will be in- 
structive to our breeders and con- 
vincing to the prospective dairymen 
who are less informed. I would there- 
fore recommend and urge the liberal 
use of printer’s ink through the me- 
dium of this Association. 

We can stand upon our own record 
and achievement, which if well ad- 
vertised over a broader field will com- 
mand the attention and admiration 
of the dairy public. Now it would 
seem to me that this suggests a feasi- 
ble and practical plan for co-opera- 
tion with our Country Organizations. 
Our State Organization can be made 
the hub around which the whole sys- 
tem revolves. It can be made the 
promoter and the local Organizations 
the distributers, or in other words it 
can supply the necessary literature 
to the Local Organization, which in 
turn can supply its members and at- 
tend to the proper distribution. But 
as I have said, before we can under- 
take such a campaign, we must have 
the moral and financial support and 
co-operation of the breeders of the 
state. Such an undertaking which I 
am sure would prove a worthy one, 
must be financed and since our only 
source of revenue is the $2.00 annual 
membership fee, we could, with an en- 
rolled membership of 50 per cent of 
the dairymen actively engaged in the 
breeding of Holstein-Friesians in the 
state of Wisconsin at the present 
time, supply ample funds by which 
this Organization might become a 
powerful and more. useful factor in 
the promotion of our general inter- 
ests. 

Our whole atmosphere of thrift and 
prosperity can be traced to organiza- 
tion and co-operation. It finds its 
origin back twenty years ago when 
our National Association adopted a 
broad, open and aggressive policy and 
a systematic arrangement to set the 
machinery in the offices of Secretary 
and Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry in motion. Our breeders at 
once began to line up with an en- 
thusiastic, co-operative effort by con- 
ducting authentic demonstrations of 
the milk and butter producing capa- 
bilities of our cattle, to which our 
different Agricultural Experiment 
Stations lent their co-operation and 
support. 

The data began to accummulate and 
the foundation was soon built upon 
which we could make _ substancial 
claims as to the great superiority of 
the Holstein-Friesian as an all round 
dairy utility animal. 

Our Literary Bureau took up this 
data and begun the dissemination of 
information which could but appeal 





to the dairy public as most convincing 
evidence of the great dairy qualifica- 
tions of our animals. 

The result, my brothern, is written 
in the history of our progress; it is 
seen in the impregnable fortification 
that surrounds our records and our 
herds; it is seen in the prevailing good 
prices and the unlimited demand for 
our cattle; it is felt in the wonderful 
educational adventages it has ex- 
tended to our breeders; it is felt in 
the encouragement and in the school- 
ing for more intelligent methods of 
feeding and care taking; and it is 
felt in the very atmosphere that sur- 
rounds every Holstein-Friesian home. 

As we go through our regular 
routine of work we perhaps little re- 
alize all this but I assure you that 
organized effort, a co-operative spirit 
and a generous response on the part 
of our breeders is responsible for it 
all. ‘ 


For sometime I have entertained a 
doubt in my own mind as to our breed 
in general at the present time being 
up to standards of twenty years ago 
in the matter of size, type and uni- 
formity. If this doubt has any sub- 
stantial foundation, the condition has 
been brought about by the “worship 
of false Gods,” and through our zeal 
to combine great records in the same 
pedigree, without due regard and con- 
sideration of these very important 
characteristics. * And again, I would 
warn you against the present very 
foolish color fad and the discrimina- 
tion against very promising animals, 
because of dark color markings. I 
would also warn you not to be in-, 
fluenced too far by the cow which, 
under certain conditions, shows her 
ability to produce milk excessively 
high in per cent of butter fat, for, 
when we stop to consider we will 


‘know that this is an unnatural con- 


dition, not at all characteristic of the 
breed and that such freaks and sports 
can never be relied upon to reproduce 
their kind. 

We find ample justification for this 
warning from a comparison which 
shows that, during the past twenty 
years, in spite of all our efforts in 
breeding for a higher percentage of 
butter fat, we have perceptibly in- 
creased the average flow of milk with 
a very slight improvement in quality, 
but we can not be sure that this con- 
dition may not have been brought 
about by more skilled methods of 
feeding and caretaking. In _ either 
event it shows that characteristics 
long established are not quickly 
changed or easily influenced. 

In closing I want to say, gentle- 
men, that twenty years ago when our 








Association opened the 


National 
throttle that set our machinery in mo- 
tion, and when the call came for vol- 
unteers, our older breeders, as our| 
younger ones have done since,, re- 
sponded with a confidence and a de- 


termination to win. The victory is 
ours but let us guard it by stronger 
fortifications. Let us guard it with 
a fortitude characteristic of the great 
efforts we have put forth. Let us 
quard it carefully, and when I say 
carefully, I refer to the word in its 
broadest sense and meaning. Let us 
guard it with a zealous, co-operative 
spirit, and a feeling of the deepest 
appreciation of the benefits we have 
all derived. The opportunity and the 
material is at hand and let us guard 
it with a feeling of moral responsi- 
bility, by every avenue of approach, 
and by every honorable method that 
will conduce to still greater results, 
encourage, stimulate and promote our 
general interests.

It is estimated that about 85 per 
cent of the men just graduated from 
the Short Course in Agriculture at the 
University of Wisconsin will return 
to the farms of the state to engage 
in farming. The successes of former 
students as dairymen, stock raisers, 
poultrymen, orchardists, grain grow- 
ers and market gardners are yearly 
attracting an increased number to 
this practical farmers’ course. Aside 
from the knowledge acquired, the 
course has generally developed in 
them a greater love for the farm and 
farm life.

Mr. Harris, Dept. of Dairy Tests; 
Wisconsin University, believes that 
Wisconsin dairymen are making a 
mistake in allowing large quantities 
of dried beet pulp to be shipped out 
of the state to be used in dairy cat- 
tle feeding. This by-product is mixed 
with molasses and grain and fed to 
cattle on the leading dairy farms of 
the East, giving the best of results. 
In experiments carried on at the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station, F. W. 
Woll and George C. Humphrey found 
that dried beet pulp was three-fourths 
as valuable as wheat bran.

In this issue is an article concern- 
ing the record just made on Addie De 
Kol Hartog 2d, which completes the 
fourth set of three generations of 30- 
lb. cows. This cow is owned by Geo. 
V. Leighton, Boise City, Idaho, and 
she is one of 14 head of females pur- 
chased from A. A, Hartshorn Hol- 
stein Company, Hamilton, N. Y. for a 
consideration of $9,000.00.

At the National Corn and Grain 
Show just ended at Dallas, Texas, 
world’s championship honors were 
awarded to Wisconsin buckwheat, soy 
beans, and six row barley, besides the 
sweepstakes championship on ten ears 
of yellow dent corn. Northern zone 
sweepstakes were won by Wisconsin 
growers on sheaf barley, sheaf oats, 
yellow dent corn, winter wheat and 
flint corn. Other prizes going to 
badger exhibitors were first, second 
and fifth premiums on buckwheat; 
third and fifth on alsike clover, and 
second, third, fourth and fifth on rye. 
In the dairy section of the corn show 
the grand championship on _ butter 
was awarded to a Wisconsin exhibitor.

R. B. Young, Buffalo Center, Iowa, 
reports a near world’s record on Buf- 
falo Aaggie Beets, a heifer bred and 
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raised on the Chicago Stock Farms 
and started in semi-official test at 
3 years, 3 months and 8 days of age. 
In 865 days she has made a record of 
932.44 lbs. butter from 22,485.7 lbs. 
milk. In butter she is excelled, in 
the junior two-year-class, ‘only by the 
heifer, Dutchland Changeling Colan- 
tha Lad (945 lb. butter) and by the 
new world’s champion heifer, Briar 
Pietje Abbekerk (955.4 lb. butter) 
and in milk production she is excelled 
only by the heifer, Dutchland Colantha 
Mona (22,645.6 lb. milk.) The dam 
of Buffalo Aaggie Beets is Aaggie Jo- 
hanna Rue, who, as a four-year-old 
made 945 lb. butter from 20,343 Ib. 
milk in one year.

The Guernsey cow, May Rilma, 
owned by E. B. Cassatt, Berwyn, Pa. 
is still going at a world’s record pace, 
having produced 85 pounds of fat dur- 
ing February, which is the 10th 
month of her test. Her total fat pro- 
duction for the ten months is 896 
pounds. Her owner only figured that 
she would make 84 pounds during 
February, so she is doing better than 
expected. It is necessary for her to 
make yet 162 lbs. fat to come up to 
the World’s record of 1058. Spots- 
wood Daisy Pearl, the present long 
distance champion of the Guernsey 
breed is again near finishing a yearly 
test and will make about 900 lbs. fat. 
Her former record was 957.38 lbs. 
fat from 18,602.8 Ibs. milk. It shows 
good dairy qualities for her to so 
nearly repeat her former record.

Lynn Briggs writes that the record 
reported sometime ago on Korndyke 
Dill De Kol Jessie (twin), owned by 
Wm. O’Leary, E. Troy, Wis. should 
have been 8.137 fat instead of 7.135. 
This record was made 70 days after 
calving and was Mr. O’Leary’s first 
test. Mr. Briggs also reports that 
he is conducting a test for O. H. Erd- 
man, Juneau, Wis. and that Rachel 
De Kol Piebe, full age, has made 22.9 
butter from 505.6 Ibs. milk; Duchess 
Canary Pauline, senior two-year-old, 
291 days after calving made 11 lbs. 
butter from 263.3 Ibs. milk; Rachel 
Tritomia De Kol, junior three, 281 
days after calving, made 16 lbs. but- 
ter from 346 lbs. milk. Also Man- 
dane Surinyside De Kol and Rachel 
Homestead De Kol Piebe have been 
admitted to the Advanced Registry. 
This is Mr. Erdman’s first A. R. O 
work.

In addition to the marked increase 
in the dairy industry in Wisconsin, a 
remarkable gain in the value of milch 
cows per head is to be noted since 


1910. On January ist of that year, 
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according to averages quoted by the 
Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the average value per head 
was $36.60; for 1913 it was $47.70 
and for 1914 it is $59.90. These 
averages make the total valuatipn of 
dairy cows in Wisconsin as follows; 
January ist, 1910, $58,912,000; Jan- 
uary Ist, 1913, $71,741,000; January 
Ist, 1914, $92,985,000. The rapid in- 
crease in the value per head is due, 


‘in part, to a demand for dairy cows 


that far exceeds the supply, but the 
most important factor that has en- 
hanced the value of milk cows is the 
“weeding out” process caused by cow 
testing associations which get rid of 
the boarders and account for the 
greater prevalence of the blood of im- 
proved breeds.

Dudley E. Waters has added to the 
large herd of Holsteins on his farm in 
Grand Rapids township one of the 
purest bred and best pedigreed bulls 
to be found in the country. The bull 
was selected for him by Prof. Ander- 
son of the Michigan Agricultural Col- 
lege and has the imposing name of 
Colantha Sir Korndyke Clothilde. He 
is three years old, weighs 2,000 pounds 
and is splendidly marked in the 
characteristic Holstein way. The bull 
is from the famous stock farm of D. 
W. Field of Montello, Mass. His 
sire is Colantha Johanna Lad, for 
which Mr. Field paid $8,000, and who 
is sire of three of the world’s cham- 
pion cows and of sixty-two other cows 
that have gained advanced registry 
on official tests. 

The bull’s mother is Susie De Kol 
Paul H. who at seven years made a 
record of 31.44 pounds of butter in a 
seven day test. The grand dams on 
either side had records of 30.05 and 
35.22 pounds respectively, making the 
average record of 32.34 pounds. Mr. 
Waters now has forty-four head in 
his Holstein herd.

If anyone of our readers has not 
read the article on page 262 of our 
March 7th nuniber by Professor 
Vaughan in his series on Animal 
Breeding, entitled “Sex and its Con- 
trol,” we advise such a one to turn 
back and read it carefully. Prof. 
Vaughan has treated the problem 
from the standpoint of scientific in- 
vestigation. His diagrams make the 
treatment clearly understandable to 
the lay reader ; and his conclusions

that there is absolutely no chance for - 


sex control, and that each sex, by the 
nature of the case, must in the ag- 
gregate be produced in approximately 
equal numbers, checks up with what 
we know does occur through the en- 
tire animal kingdom. 

(Some insects may be sited as an 
exception to the above statement, as 
for instance, honey bees. This hy- 
menopter consists of the male drone, 
the female queen, and the non sexed 
worker, the two latter being developed 
indiscriminately from the same larva 
bv a process of selective nutrition. 
However, this seems to be a process 
of unsexing by selective nutrition. 
There is no evidence that the female 
larva can be converted into a male 
bee by selective nutrition, or vice 
versa.) 

















Editor of Holstein-Friesian World: | 


As two of my cows have just com- , 
pleted their semi-official records, 1 
thought that possibly a brief history 
of my semi-official work might be of 
interest to some of your readers. 

On May 30th, 1910, my senior four- 
year-old, Vale De Kol Elliston, fresh- 
ened and she had done remarkably 
well the year before. I decided to 
run her on a semi-official test for a 
year. To my great surprise she did 
even better work than she had done 
the year previous, and won the world’s 
milk and butter records by giving 24,- 
191.9 lbs. of milk showing 1040.41 ibs. 
of butter. She also won the world’s 
seven day record, made eight months 
from calving, by giving 450.7 lbs. of 
milk showing 20.3 Ibs. of butter. Al- 
though those records were completed 
in June 1911 they have not yet keen 
surpassed. 

As I was running Vale De Kol El- 
liston on a semi-official test I de- 
cided to run Triple Koningen 3rd also, 
although she was 8 years and 11 
months old, when she started her 
year. She made 870.2 lbs. of butter 
from 16,381.6 lbs. of milk, which en- 
titled her to a place among the first 
twenty-five cows of the breed. This 
completed my semi-official work for 
the first year; but as I had been so 
succeessful I decided to run Sadie 
Vale Pietertje, a three-fourths sister 
of Vale De Kol Elliston. Sadie Vale 
Pietertje had already made a record 
of 16.13 lbs. of butter and 375.4 lbs. 
of milk, eight months after calving, 
as a senior 4 year old, so I expected 
her to do well in the semi-official di- 


vision of the full age class. Her record 
surpassed all my expectations as she 
gave 21,446.8 lbs. of milk, showing 
1050.69 Ibs. of butter. She now 
stands about sixteenth among the 
cows of the breed. 

This past year I have again been 
engaged in making semi-official yearly 
records. My first heifer to finish her 
record was Briar Pietje Abbekerk. 
She has just broken the World’s jun- 
ior 3-year old record by making 955.57 
lbs of butter from 21,628 Ibs. of milk. 
Crown Pontiac Josey has also just 
completed her record for a year. She 
has just given 28,750.7 Ibs. of milk 
showing 228. lbs of butter.

51.56 lbs. of milk in her “Eight 
Months” test, so that she stands fifth 
in the full age class. 

I have at present only one cow on 
semi-official test. She is a half-sister 
of the Champion Senior four year old 
for 365 days, Vale De Kol Elliston, 
and is therefore an aunt of my present 
herd sire, King Vale Segis. The of- 
ficial report for Elliston Pietertje 2nd, 
until February 1, 1914, shows that for 
the first 216 days of her test she has 
made 653.3 lbs. of butter and has giv- 
en 15,317.7 lbs. of milk. She is at 
present on an “Eight Months” after 
calving test and has made 23.39 lbs. 
of butter and given 516.9 lbs. of milk 
in 7 days. 

Of the five cows which have com- 
pleted semi-official yearly records in 
my herd; two hold the world’s cham- 
pionships in their respective classes; 
two others have made over 1,000 lbs. 
of butter in the year and an eight- 
year-old cow holds a place among the 
first twenty-five cows of her class. 
A sixth cow is now on test and prom- 
ises to be well towards the top of the 
list when her record is completed. 

On the whole I consider this an ex- 
cellent ‘showing for a herd which sel- 
dom has over forty females. Of the 
number twenty are young stock and 
dry cows.

DAM AND EMBRYO 

What is the relation of the dam to 
the devolping embryo? This question 
may be answered in few words. Af- 
ter the ovum is fertilized it becomes 
embedded in the lining of the uterus 
or womb. The membrane lining of 
the uterus is supplied with blood ves- 
sels and the blood of the mother brings 
oxygen and food material to the em- 
bryo and carries off the carbon diox- 
ide and waste material. The quantity 
of yolk contained in the ovum is suf- 
ficient to provide nourishment until 
the embryo has established itself in 
the lining of the uterus. 

The dam provides the developing 
embryo with nourishment, warmth 
and protection. Altho the blood of 
the mother brings food material to 
the embryo, the blood does not enter 
the embryo. One of the first steps 
in the growth of: the embryo is the 
development of a blood stream. The 
embryo is enclosed in sacs or mem- 
branes thru which the blood of the 
dam does not pass. Instead, the 
mother’s blood bathes the outside of 
these membranes while the blood of 
the embryo comes to the inside. Thus 
the blood of the dam is separated 
from the blood of the embryo by a 
membrane thru which food material 
passes inward to the embryo and 
waste passes outward. There is thus 
no exchange of blood between mother 
and embryo. The force or phenome- 
non called osmosis or the equalizing 
of liquids is the means by which the 
ebryo is nourished from the mother’s 
blood. The relation of the dam to 
her unborn young is much the same 
as the relation of the soil to the grow- 
ing crop. 

It is sometimes thought that ani- 
mals inherit more qualities from 
their dams than from their sires be- 
cause of some supposed opportunity 
for the dam to influence the inheri- 
tance during the period of pregnan- 
cy. There is, however, no possible 
means by which the dam may impart 
her likeness to the embryo during 
pregnancy. Her chance to do this 
ended at the moment her ovum was 
fertilized by the spermatozoon from 
the male. One thing she may do, 
however, she may nourish the em- 
bryo well or she may nourish it very 
poorly. In this way she may pro- 
duce a strong vigorous offspring or 
a weakly one. But she can not change 
or alter the inheritance during the 
period of pregnancy.

Breeders should see to it that the 
pregnant female is well fed during 
the gestation period. It must be re- 
membered that the dam _ requires 
enough feed to provide for her own 
bodily needs and at the same time 
build up the unborn animal. She 
should also be in a high state of 
health, hence should have plenty of 
fresh air, exercise, good water and 
the best of care. If the dam is fat 
it is not always true that the embryo 
is being weil nourished. Fat is not 
always a sign of health. Very fat 
cows and mares sometimep give 
birth to very small, scrawny off- 
spring. 

The strength and vigor of offspring 
is also largely determined by the 
health, strength and vigor jof the 
parents at the time of mating. Weak 
parents produce weak germ cells and 
weak germ cells result in weak off- 
spring. However, the reader should 
not interpret this to mean that a 
weak parent has less hereditary in- 
fluence upon the offspring than a 
strong, vigorous parent. A weak par- 
ent has an equal chance to transmit 
its characters to offspring. 

Some persons firmly believe in 
what is called “mother-marking,” or 
the power of the dam’s mental impres- 
sions to affect the developing embryo. 
There -is positively no path by which 
the mental impressions of the mother 
may reach the embry. Yet today, in 
hundreds of instances mares are no 
sooner bred than they are wheeled 


about in order that they may get a- 


good look at the stallion in the hope 
that the mental picture may in some 
way affect the development of the 
foal. 


Building and fences have been 
painted the color desired in calves, 
and in many instances striking or 
unusual characters in both men and 
animals have been explained on the 
basis of some mental impression sup- 
posed to have been made upon the 
mother during pregnancy. Some of 
these explanations have been ingeni- 
ous and have been rather generally 
accepted in the communities where 
the unusual results occurred. 

Every case of mother-marking 
which has been investigated has ad- 
mitted of just as satisfactory an ex- 
planation on grounds sstrictly in 
keeping with the facts of embryology. 
It is true that extreme fright may 
affect the nutrition of the embryo for 
a time, and even at certain stages 





of pregnancy result in abortion, but 
the assumption that color of hair, 
shape of head, or any other character 
is dependent upon mental impression 
seems absolutely beyond the range of 
possibility. 

Another equally valuable theory 
claims that when once a female has 
borne offspring to the service of a 
male, all her subsequent offspring 
will be affected by the first mating 
or matings. Dog fanciers seem to 
have been most strongly convinced 
that this is true. If a valuable bitch 
chanced to get in whelp to a cur dog, 
her value as a breeder was thought 
to be destroyed for all time, because 
a supposed taint from the cur litter 
affected later litters sired by dogs of 
her own breed. It was supposed that 
she could never again produce strictly 
purebred pppies, no matter how 
mated. 

As a matter of fact, a bitch bred 
to a cur dog is no more injured for 


‘future breeding purposes than an in- 


cubator used for eggs from grade or 
common poultry is rendered useless 
for hatching eggs from _ purebred 
fowls. The dam of Star Pointer 
1:59% produced to mule colts before 
she foaled the famous pacer. Most 
dog breeders now believe this theory 
to be of the quack order and no 
longer destroy bitches which acci- 
dendentally produce a litter by a cur 
dog.

“BAD AIR” DISEASES INCREASING 
IN COUNTRY 

Despite the fact that conditions in 
the country should be ideal for the 
most healthful existence, “bad air” 
diseases such as tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, bronchitis, and influenza are 
more common in the rural districts 
than in the cities. This is the belief 
expressed at one of the meetings of 
the Farmers’ Course by L. M. Schnid- 
ler, who has made a careful study of 
ventilation methods followed by ru- 
ral and urban carpenters and con- 
tractors in the building of residences. 

He accounts for the increase in 
these diseases by a general decrease 
in the efficiency of ventilation. In 
their effort to produce warm houses, 
architects have tried to make them 
as air tight as possible. In this way 
much of the fresh air supply which 








formerly leaked in through the walls 
of looser construction has been cut 
off and poorer ventilation has re- 
sulted. Heating engineers, too, in 
their efforts to produce the most ef- 
ficient and economical heating systems 
have often accomplished their ends at 
the expense of ventilation. Formerly 
the old stove and fire place caused a 
considerable inflow of fresh air from 
the outside, and these methods of 
heating are still superior to the so- 
called direct heating systems which 
provide for no special ventilation.

The herd bull of the State Agri- 
eultural College, Fort Collins, Colo- 
rado, is Sir Korndyke Hengerveld 
Canary, No. 53825. He is a grand- 
son of Hengerveld De Kol, and is 
half-brother to a bull that sold to one 
of the prominent eastern herds a lit- 
tle over a year ago for $7,500. He 
has another half-brother that sold 
for $7,000. ee | 

As a sire he is proving equal to 
his breeding, as from his first four 
daughters in milk one has just com- 
pleted a yearly record as a three-year- 
old of 446.5 pounds of butter in 351 
days. Another three-year-old daugh- 
ter, now on yearly test, has made 386 
pounds of butter in 275 days. We 
showed only four of his get at the 
1914 Western Show, winning first and 
second in the yearling heifer class, 
first and second in the bull calf class, 
junior champion bull and _ reserve 
grand champion bull sire, which is a 
record rather remarkable for a young 
sire. 

The cows in the herd are chiefly 
descendants of two cows purchased at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair in 1904. 
One of these, Jolie Johanna, No. 36,- 
779, was sweepstakes cow at St. Louis 
and has a record of over 26 pounds 
of butter produced in a week. The 
blood lines of Sarcastic Lad, grand 
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champion bull at the same show, and 
the blood of Lakeside Missouri Chief, 
reserve champion, also contribute to 
the value of the herd.

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OFFICIAL RECORDS IN MICHIGAN 
Extract from address of H. W. Nor- 
ton, Jr., at the annual meeting of 
the Michigan Association at East 

Lansing, Jan. 14, 1914. 

A brief survey of the official record 
work in Michigan shows that at the 
close of 1912, the seven-day record 
was held in this state by Flossy Grant 
of Pleasant View, owned by George 





H. Gillespie of Mason, with the large: 


record of 32.945 lbs. of butter. This 
record was broken in December and 
the year 1913 closed with a new state 
champion, Pontiac De Nijlander, 
owned by Cole Brothers of Ypsilanti, 
with a record of 35.40 lbs. butter in 
seven days. It has been less than 
three years since the 30-lb. mark was 
first reached in Michigan, but since 
that time at least fourteen 30-lb. 
records have been made. 

Among the world’s record-produc- 
ing animals of recent years, Michigan 
may claim her share of honor. Val- 
dessa Scott 2nd, until recently cham- 
pion butter cow of the world in the 
seven-day division, was bred by Mr. 
B. B. Hardy of Owosso. Banostine 
Belle De Kol, champion long-distance 
cow of the world, while a resident of 
Ohio, is owned by the firm of Dan 
Dimmick & Bro. of Kalamazoo. Jo- 
hanna Korndyke Aaggie, with the 
world’s record for seven days in the

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senior three-year-old class, was bred 
by Mr. Frank R. Crandall, of Howell. 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 2nd, the first 
37-lb. cow and the first cow to pro- 
duce 1,000 lbs. of butter fat in one 
year, was Michigan-bred, as was also 
her sister, Pontiac Pet. Hengerveld 
De Kol was for many years owned 
in the Eastern Michigan Asylum 
herd at Pontiac and sired many of 
his daughters there. Pontiac Korn- 
dyke, sire of world’s record cows and 
also sire of King of the Pontiacs, who 
produced the recent marvel of official 
testing, the 44 lb. cow, was owned at 
Pontiac at the same time and shared 
honors with Hengerveld De Kol. These 
are but a few of the many instances 
that could be cited of Michigan-bred 
animals producing great records in 
other states, which proves that we 
must do more testing and developing 
of our cows if we would make the 
records. We have the cows here that 
can do it if they are given the oppor- 
tunity. What we need most is a little 
more experience. 


A question might arise at this point 
as to whether the marked improve- 
ment shown in the leading records 
is general in the great bulk of records 
throughout the state or confined to a 
few high-producing animals. The rec- 
ords on file in the office of the Dairy 
Husbandry Department of the College 
show the following averages for 
Michigan cows of various ages for 
the years given below: 


Average Records—Full Aged Cows. 
Butter in Seven Days 
1908-09, 102 cows averaged 19.14 lbs. 
1910-11, 236 cows averaged 20.03 Ibs. 
1912-13, 278 cows averaged 20.93 Ibs. 


Average Records—Four-Year Olds. 
Butter in Seven Days 


1908-09, 65 cows averaged 17.64 lbs. 
1910-11, 116 cows averaged 18.64 lbs. 
1912-13, 196 cows averaged 19.60 lbs. 


Average Records—Three-Year Olds. 
Butter in Seven Days 
1908-09, 96 cows averaged 15.74 lbs. 
1910-11, 148 cows averaged 17.88 lbs. 
1912-18, 218 cows averaged 17.33 lbs. 


Average Records—Two-Year Olds. 
Butter in Seven Days 


1908-09, 151 cows averaged 12.63 lbs. 
1910-11, 357 cows averaged 13.60 Ibs. 
1912-18, 412 cows averaged 14.42 lbs. 


Thus we find that the general aver- 
age production of each of the various 
age classes has shown a gradual in- 
crease from year to year with but one 
exception in the three-year class and 
the steady upward trend of the figures 
should encourage us to greater efforts 
in the future. 
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In. the semi-official work there lies 
a great opportunity. These records of 
long-distance performance give the 
best possible index to the true value 
of an animal and they are sure to 
play a more prominent part in the 
next few years than the short-time 
tests do today. The seven and thirty- 
day tests are valuable and have 
brought about great improvement and 
development of the breed and should 
be continued, but the semi-official 


yearly tests should be taken up as 
rapidly as possible. Comparatively 
little testing for yearly records has 
been done up to the present time and 
this opens up a great field for those 
who have hesitated to start in seven- 
day work because of lack of experi- 
ence. The increased production re- 
sulting from more liberal feeding and 
better care while testing for yearly 
records will more than repay the 
added expense. Better results would 
naturally be secured than under ordi- 
nary herd conditions. The actual cost 
of carrying on the test will be an ex- 
cellent investment, as in no other way 
can we so materially increase the 
value of our cows as by giving them 
good records for yearly production. 
Jersey and Guernsey breeders have 
been doing yearly record work for 
many years, while Holstein breeders 
have only recently taken up this form 
of testing extensively. But results 
already attained show that, as in other 
lines,. Holsteins are superior to all 
other breeds. 

In the struggle for records we must 
not overlook individual excellence and 
breed type, since form should always 
be considered of as much importance 
as function in breeding operations and 
a combination of the two should serve 
as our ideal type. Nor should we lose 
sight of either in pursuit of color 
fads. Color should be a point of 
minor consideration and continued 
selection along color lines would be 
ruinous to any breed. While fashion 
calls now for light colors in Holsteins, 
most of the recent high-record cows 
have been more black than white. In 
the future the first cow to produce 50 


pounds of butter in 7 days or 1500 
pounds in 365 days may be nearly all 
white or nearly all black, it matters 
little which, but she must be Black 
and White, and who knows but that 
she may be a Michigan cow. The 
first 44 lb. butter cow and the first 
cow to produce 1000 lbs. of butter fat 
in one year were both Michigan- 
bred though not developed there: In 
the future let us hope that many such 
cows may ‘not only be bred but also 
developed within the border of this 
state.
